Reclaiming the Soudan. 

Another great irrigation scheme 
has been commenced in the Soudan, 
by which vast tracts of desert will 
he reclaimed, ft is believed it can 
be made to add enormously to the 
cotton output of the British Empire. 

The tract which i& lo he watered 
iskiiown as the Gizra territory. It 
lies between the Dliie and While 
Nilce, below Khartoum, and con- 
sists of 1,500,000 acres. The force 
and flow of the two rivers is suf- 
ficient to water the entire district 
when properly lia messed. The pro- 
posal is to build two dams south of 
Khartoum, one over each of the 
rivers. Thus ihe tract between the 
streams will be irrigated, while at 
tile same time the inrcc of the 
water flowing 1 into Egypt, will he 
controlled. 



Plan to Save Old BL Paul's. 

It has hcen discovered that the 
foundations- of the famous St. Paul's 
Cathedral, London, England, arc in 
danger of spreading arid thus let- 
liiiff the edifice down, " ■ 
. Until rccenjly the gravel on which 
St. Paul's is poised has been bound 
together hy the natural moisture 
filtiiruig through from the surface. 
contributing lo tlie stability of the 
edifice.

To preserve Jpt, Paul's it is pro- 
posed to rcwatcr the subsoil and 
ihcrcliy sr( up a new cohesive ac- 
tion amon» the particles. A vast 
container would have to be con- 
structed bclnw the surface. This 
container would isolate the whole 
of the cathedral site, and into ■ it 
would lie poured water at intervals 
tliruuph perforated pipes, sunk ver- 
tically into the subsoil.

Out of 
the forty- fouf charges of murder. 
twelve were the direct result of 
excessive drinking.

A proposal for the cansf ruction " 
of a deep waterway from the head 
Of the great lakes to the Atlantic is

Several routes have been propos* 
cd for the waterway, the cost of 
which is estimated -at from one to 
three huhdrcd million dollars, but 
the one most favoured in the United 
States provides for the utilization 
of all the lakes and the St. Lawrence 
River.

of tlie waters ot the great lakes, 
while it is said a considerable change 
in the lake level? would result if 
any of the other proposed routes- 
wctc decided upou.
